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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 


3. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 1-2, 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bienert (2001/0019845). 

Bienert teaches a tube 254, piston plunger 255, connector 253, spring 257 and 
pneumatic actuator with valve 120. Note that the actuator is operatively connected to 
the tube and piston because it forces the piston to move within the tube by transmitting 
(pneumatic) force from the pneumatic cylinder via actuating needle 220 when the valve 
120 is operated, the pneumatic cylinder, actuating needle and valve all being elements 
of the actuator. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed June 19, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to Gordon and Saidman are persuasive. 

8. Applicant argues that Bienert does not teach a tube and piston plunger as 
claimed, but the tube is cylinder 254 and the piston is piston 255. Applicant argues that 
Bienert does not teach a connector, but the connector (instant element 1 10) is the 
pipette tip 253. Applicant argues that Bienert does not teach an actuator as claimed, but 
the actuator is disclosed and includes valve 120 to transmit pressure to the piston. 
Applicant argues that Bienert additionally teaches a micropipette, but that is just the 
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name given to the device, not an additional element. Applicant argues that Bienert 
additionally teaches a cylinder and pipette tip, but those are just the names given to the 
instant tube and connector, not additional elements. Applicant argues that Bienert 
additionally teaches an activating pin, but that is just a name given to the piston, not an 
additional element. Applicant argues that Bienert additionally teaches a carrier plate, 
but that is not seen as part of the delivery apparatus, but rather a support for holding the 
delivery apparatus. If applicant is really arguing that the instant claims preclude any 
holding means for the delivery device, then it is not seen how the instant invention could 
possibly be used in an automated environment— if it isn't held in an operator's hand, is it 
somehow going to float in the air without a carrier, such as a robotic hand, docking 
station or X-Y transporter? Applicant argues that Bienert additionally teaches an 
activating matrix, but that is just the name given to the actuator, not an additional 
element. Applicant argues that Bienert additionally teaches an activating needle, but 
that is part of the actuator, not an additional element. Note that applicant has used 
open language "including" in the description of the actuator, and thus the actuator can 
include elements in addition to the valving. Applicant argues that Bienert additionally 
teaches an end support 256, but that is just part of the piston, not an additional element. 
Applicant argues that Bienert teaches a metering head, but that is just a collection of the 
delivery devices and other components, not part of the individual delivery device itself. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
